Banner

The aeparebip of what Is cleimed to 
be the firat United Sogtes Fee erp a in 
Alaske territory le to be od ig the 
eaperior eourt of King county, sceording 
to s eompleint Gled yesterdsy by Rob- 
orts & Hulbert, representiog the pisin- 
tiff, Edward Ludecke, of Wrangell. 

fhe suit is hpought by Ludecke againet 
Dextss- Horton & Oo., with whom the 
flag wes deposited hy Geo. E, Rodman 
of Wrangell), Alaska. The bank refuses 
to deliver it to Ludecks beognee it does 
not know Ludeske sg owner. The prop- 
etty is estimated to be worth $100. 
John W. Roberts, of Roberts & Hulbert, 
ssid yeaterday in refsrence to the suit: 

“From affidavits in my possession, it 
appears that the plaintiff in the case 
bought the flag, together with six others 
from the United Btates goversament, et 
a condempation sale af government 
goods at Sitka, Alaske, about 1874, and 
afterwards left it in the charge of Reve- 
nue Collector F. E. Bronson of Wrangell. 
It was the first United States fiag raised 
by authority cf ons government in the 
territory of Alaska, on October 19, 1867. 
Some time ago, George E Rodman of 
Wrangell, procared the fiag from Bron- 
son, the latter having the impression 
that (9 was Ludeske's desire, that be 
should heave it, Rodinan brought it to 
Seattle and offered it to the A.-Y.-P. 
management for $2,500, depositing it 
mesawhile with Dexter Horton & Co. 
Mr. Ledéske is desirous that the flag be 
placed oa exhibition at the big fair, and 
will loan itfor that purpose when he 
gots ion of 4, without charge. 
Robert D. Jocca of the Alsska Magszine 
lesracd of the trne ownbsship of the 
fieg, ond uapea dle retura from Alaska 
brought this eult fw behalf of Ladecke.”’

hhn. Some question has been raised by 
Alaske pionsers and others as to wheth- 
er the fiag now ig litigation ip the first 
flag that was hoisted by the government 
in Alaska territory. 

The fisg of record as being the first 
ever reised in Alaske és now on deposit 
in the state department jn Washington. 
This fiag wes made by order of Secretary 
Seward and given to Gov. Rougseau, the 
American commissioner to receive the 
territory, to be used on the oecasion of 
the transfer. Gen. Rousseau took the 
flag with bim to Sitka, and when, in 
October, 1867, the Rasesian commissioner 
ordered the Kussian fisg hauled down 
from the castle at Sitka, in the presence 
of the assembled American and Russian 
troops, Gen. Roussean had the fisg 
hoisted, the halyards being handled by 
the general's son and s midshipman of 
the navy. Later, as shown by all the

Perhaps the most vigorous and agile 
| dogs In the world are Russian wolf- 
|hounds. Built something Iike a grey- 
j Bound, but with more muscular limbs 
jand shaggy coats, they are capable of 
feats of agility truly astonishing. 
| In a certain show there are six of 
| these hounds, which have been train- 
led to leap over and through barrels of 
great helght. Two have acquired such 
| profictency that one leaps through a 
| square hole scarcely large enough to 
| permit the passage of his body. This 
| hole ts cut through the barrier, about 
| twelve feet from the bottom, 

A black and white hourid, however, 
| surpasses this performance by leaping 
entirely over a fifteen-foot barrier, 
clearing !t In some Instances by at least 
/a yard. The performance {s directed 
|by a woman, whose word “Go!” the 
hounds obey with the alacrity of foot 
| racers at the start of a 100-yard dash. 
|A thick mat Is spread on the ground 
| just beyond the barrler, and the dogs 
lare allowed to see and smell !t before 
the first order to leap. Without this 
assurance of safety they could not be 
Induced to leap—so, at least, the train- 
ers say. The start Is a run of about 
| fifty feet, and the leap !s made from a 
|short incline covered with soft ma- 
| terial to afford a footing for the dogs. 
; There appears to be no spring In this 
device, which {8 from eighteen inches 
to two feet {n helght at the highest 
part.

AUTOMATIC RIFLE. 





European Armies Experiment with 
Self-Loading Rapid-Fire Weapons. 

The self-loading or automatic musket 
is now belong seriously considered as 
the infantry arm of the future, says 
the New York Sun. The equipment of 
the great armies of the world with an 
improved rifle is hardly completed 
when the mechanics begin work on a 
new weapon. At the recent examlna- 
tlon of the German war academy the 
automatic rifle was one of the themes 
for discussion. The plece now on trial 
has a magazine holding ten cartridges; 
the recoll ts utilized to load and cock. 
Consequently the soldier can remaiao 
quietly in position, never removing his 
eye from the target and fire bis teu 
shots, 

The advantages are that the soldier 
with the automatic gun can alm more 
quietly and securely, as there la no re- 
coll to the arm. He need not move 
his arm or body and his position is 
better screened from the view of the 
enemy. At long ranges now used in 
battle the movements of the musket or 
of the soldier's body often convey to 
the enemy the only clew to range and 
direction. 

Finally, the automatic guo insures a 
rapid fire similar to that of machine 
guns, with an alm more accurate than 
that of the present gun, 

The only disadvantage {s the danger 
that the ammuuition may be tired away 
too soon, but this can be prevented by 
proper training tn sowalled tire disel- 
pline or tire control, 

Even with the present arm the sol- 
dier can fire away all] bis ammunition 
In a few minutes. The tirst battle, 
however, usually teaches bim the great 
disadvantage of being without am:nuaol- 
tion tn an action. 

Au army with a superior weapon (or 
one regarded as superior) has a great 
advantage {n confidence and will feel 
Itself stronger. For all these reasous 
the Introduction of a self-loading mus- 
ket is only a question of time. 

France {s reported to have perfected 
an automatic gun and Germany has 
been at work on one for yeara. In 
Italy an automatic musket holding 
twenty-five charges In the magazine has 
been proposed. A regiment in defend- 
ing a position with the present gun of 
six cartridges in the magazine can fire 
in two minutes about 422,000 shots, 
whereas one armed witb the self-load- 
ing plece of twenty-five cartridges In 
the magazine could fire in the same 
time 1,125,000 shots. 





HAS AN ALLIGATOR FARM. 





Arkansas Man Breeding Reptile 
Which Is New Becoming Scarce. 
It Is not so very many years ago that 

our southern swamps and rivers were 

fairly infested with alligators, and 
though they were hunted !t was almost 
entirely for sport. In the state of 

Florida alone 3,000,000 alligators were 

killed In ten years, and although the 

reptile Is unusually prolife In propa- 
gating Its species It can not long resist 
so heavy a tax on Its numbers; so that 
unless something 1s done for Its pro- 
tection there will be no alligators In 

America except the farm-bred reptile, 

and not enough of bliin. 

The alligator !s longlived and his 
growth !s of the slowest. An alligator 
two feet long !s at least 15 years old, 
while a twelve-foot specimen may be 
anywhere from 75 to 150 years old, 
aud, as it is only the larger specimens 
that have any commercial value, their 
need of protection agalnst wholesale 
slaughter will be readily seen, 

Realizing the above conditions, H. L. 
Campbell, who !s widely known as “Al- 
ligator Joe,” concelved the Idea of es- 
tablishing an alligator farm for the 
purpose of breeding the reptile. His 
life bas been spent among alligators 
and crocodiles !n our own southern 
swamps, and he !s thoroughly familiar 
with the habits and characteristics of 
the reptile, Its nesting places and the 
best manner of trapping It that the 
skin may not be Injured. 

The farm is not far from Hot 
Springs, Ark., the famous health resort. 
A smal] mountain stream runs through 
{t, forming numerous little ponds and 
lakes, which are Just what is needed 
for the various breeding and stock 
grounds of the farm. Here the aliiga- 
tors are distributed according to nize, 
ranging from the huge, old monsters 
of twelve feet In length to the babies 
no larger than lizards, just hatched 
from the shells. The separating of the 
reptiles according to size !s made neces- 
sary by the fact that the alligator is a 
cagnibalistic amphiblan with a weak- 
ness for devouring his own young. But 
when they are pretty nearly equa! la 
size aud strength they live together lo 
comparative peace.

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THE PASSING OF THE LOTTERY. 
AMBLING ts a weed which will spring up 
overnight and flourish at the heels of the 
law's reaper, but that even the most deep- 
rooted species can be destroyed, If time and 
perseverance are devoted to the task, ls 
shown by the crushing of the so-called Hon- 
duras lottery. The recent decision of the 
Federal court at Mobile, Ala., ends a struggle that bas 
been waged for thirty years, and in which al! the cun- 
ning and resources of unlimited wealth failed in the end 
to override the law. 

The millions that have been filched from the pockets 
of the poor to add to the wealth of the lottery men are 
beyond computation. For years the old Loulsiana com- 
pany flourished on the money squandered by those who 
could not afford to lose—for it is always those who have 
bo money to risk that wager it most rashiy. Then came 
a time when the lottery became’a serious menace to the 
country’s prosperity. Everyone bought tickets, or rather 
fractions of tickets, and the winners were rich and fa- 
mous for a day. Of the thousands who threw away their 
savings {n the vain pursuit of the goddess of chance noth- 
ing of course was beard. 

At length the government was aroused and the lottery 
was driven from Louisiana to find a new name and nom- 
{nal home in Central America. But !ts harvest field 
remained the United States. Other laws were passed, 
but the lottery sharks were clever and unt!) January of 
this year eluded the nets spread for them, At last, how- 
ever, they have been caught, thelr outlaw business de 
stroyed and a drop or two taken from the ocean of their 
profits. 

The fines of $284,000 Imposed by the Southern court 
upon the wealthy and prominent men who pleaded gullty 
to the charge of operating the lottery are not the greater 
part of the punishment which should be their share. 
They are gamblers, and as such should be despised by 
their neighbors and fellow citizens —Chicago Post. 





THE DIMINISHING BIRTH BATE. 


N the United States in 1900 the proportion 
of children under 5 to women of child-bear- 
ing age was only three-quarters of what it 
was in 1860.” This significant statement 
was made the other day by Professor Ed- 
ward A. Ross of the University of Wiscon- 
sin in a paper read before the American 
Economic Association at Providence on “Western Civili- 
zation and the Birth Rate.” When statistics are corrob- 
erated by common observation they bave added force. 
The statistical statement quoted is corroborated by such 
observation. The average American of to-day is often 
heard to contrast the big families of his grandparents 
with bis own family and the famiMes of his set. 

The reinarkable fall which has taken place during the 
last balf-century In the birth rate of this country has 
been obscured by the swelling of population through 








immigration. Only recently has It attracted much atten- 
tion. A somewhat similar fall, however, Is also notice- 
able, In varying degrees, {n many other lands. Even 
roomy Australia exhibits a like phenomenon, Germany 
and Russia are the chief exceptions to such a tendency 
among the leading countries of Europe. The main ex- 
planation, according to Professor Ross, of this “willful 
restriction of the size of the family” is the desire of 
parents to observe higher standards of life for them- 
selves and for such children as they do have. In onler 
to maintain these higher standards, under the pressure 
of modern life, the number to be provided for in the 
family is limited. 

On the whole, Professor Ross regards this movement 
in the line of a diminishing birth rate as “salutary,” in 
which respect he differs from President Roosevelt. The 
subject {s obviously one of basic {mportance to our social 
and national future. It would be Interesting to know 
what Professor Ross thinks of the fact that the dimin- 
ution of the birth rate !s most marked, not among wage 
earners, but among those best qualified by Intelligence 
and surroundings to rear good children—Chicago News.
